York  live  poultry  trade.  All  cars  were  consigned  to  dealers  and  offerings 
of  fowl,  chickens  and  a few  miscellaneous  items  were  available  for  the  open  MARKET. 
Market  held  firm  and  unchanged.  Truck  receipts  to  dealers  were  fairly  liberal. 

The  demand  was  active  for  fowl  and  fancy  springs  but  slow  for  lower  grades  and  smal- 
ler sizes  of  springs  and  supplies  were  not  entirely  cleared  at  the  close.  Market 
generally  firm,  quality  considered.
